Thus one yeap, on 
a Lamar County farm, the tenant- 
sere told to sow crimson clover, and 
were directed in the sowing by the 
landlord. When the seed had ripenes 
the landlord had a homemade stripper 
ready and assisted the tenants in t)ie 
gathering of the seed. The result was 
that after the seed bad been sold, one 
half of their value which went to the 
tenants was sufficient to pay each of 
them at the rate of $3 per day for all 
the labor expended in seeding and 
harvesting the crop. 
Many tenants will demur to jlffpib 
ing velvet beans in the corn. They 
do not like to gather the beans, espe 
cially the landlords’ half So it occurs 
that with this crop it might pay the 
landlord to give his tenants a little 
advantage, by allowing them to gather 
an estimated half of the crop which be 
can buy from them at the current 
farm value, allowing his own half to 
remain In the field to be gathered by 
his cattle and livestock.

DAMAGED CORN AND BLIND STAG* 
GERS.

The rafiis and w&ids of Auausd blow 
down n great deal of the corn and a* 
a result some farmers report 25 per 
cent of their crop rotted or molded. 
Some of this diseased corn may bo 
eaten by the mules and horses. Hungry 
stock will eat enough if fed In quan­ 
tity to bring on a nervojus trouble 
called "Blind Staggers.” 
i 
In the beginning the horse stumbles 
over ordinary low objects andfstagger* 
about. 
He may run against trees, 
fence’s or when going through a stable 
door, ho may run against one side of 
the door. 
In some cafe*, tly» animal 
seem* sleepy and stupid* lean* against 
the wall of fhe italran8 Tefoft » to be 
led about. 
The treatment for staggers Is tc' 
get his Intestines emptied and stimu­ 
late excretion. If treatment is prompt, 
the animal may recqver. 
, Let the corn be shucked before feed 
time and all damaged ears thrown 
aside. If It Is found necessary to feed 
a poor grade of corn, shell it and run 
lit through an ordinary fanning mill, 
which will remove the dust and many 
ilight kernels. The shelled corn may 
be dipped in water and the light ker­ 
nels will float and can be skimmed 
off. 
The grain may be dried or fed 
damp.
